It will be clearly remembered by the 
readers of the Gazette that this paper 
printed some of the statements last fall 
made by Mr. McKay, and that there was 
a general denial all along the democratic 
liue, and attempts were mide by the 
democratic press to make people believe 
that these reports were protection cam­ 
paign lies. The strike removes all doubt 
as to the tiuthfulness of McKay’s state* 
m eat. 
The striae is made by dock laborers, 
sttveodores, river sailors and engineers. 
It seems that they have dock corpora ■ 
tions that farm out the

The middlemen 
take the contract for moving all this 
freight at rates which enables them to 
pay reasonably good prices to the wharf

The regular steveadores, 
carters, and lightermen did not originate 
the strike, but it was organized by what 
Is known as the irregulars, men who are 
paid by the hour and hired to do special 
jobs. 
The middlemen are a class of 
contractors who have uo conscience and 
who pay the lowest possible prioe for 
labor that their contracts may be all the 
more remunerative. Among this class of 
longshoremen there is a touching condi­ 
tion of poverty and wretchedness;and so

Bigley

Tho court thought the cause was not 
sufficient and explained that circumstan­ 
tial evidence must be as positive as direct 
evidence. 
Then, after a good deal of 
fencing, Judge Longenecker asked Mr. 
Bigley if he would hesitate to inflict the 
death penalty upon all or any one of the 
prisoners if the evidence was wholly cir­ 
cumstantial. 
“ I don’t think I could vote to hang a 
man on purely circumstantial evidence,” 
was Mr. Bigley’s answer. 
The upshot of the whole m atter was that 
Bigley was excused for cause. 
Judge Mc­ 
Connell objected to the question asked by 
the State’s Attorney. 
It tried to define to 
the juror two kinds of evidence, when the 
law recognized only evidence adequate to 
convict. 
The only point was, so the court 
said, whether the juror would vote to in­ 
flict the death penalty if he were con­ 
vinced of the guilt of the defendants,

The State’s Attorney

tained that, while there are people who 
a t all times have conscientious scruples 
against inflicting the death penalty, there 
is also a class of people who have scruples 
against the infliction of the death penalty 
on evidence purely circumstantial.

Since the discovery about a year ago 
of rare pearls in Sugar river much com­ 
ment has been evolved reflecting favor­ 
ably and otherwise regarding the intrin­ 
sic value of the product whiob bas been 
placed on the market. 
The Gazette of 
Saturday stated that “Sugar, Feoatonica 
and Rook river pearls were quoted in the 
eastern market as worth eight cents a 
peck for fine samples.” 
It is the easiest 
thing in the world to make a statement 
which may be a perversion of the facts 
and still be believed by a certain class 
not in a position to judge of the truth­ 
fulness of reports calculated to put a 
black eye on the pearl industry of south­ 
ern Wisconsin in the manner indicated 
above. 
It is very strange that representatives 
from eastern houses should travel all the 
way from New York to Albany, paying 
their individual expenses, put up at our 
botels and persistently squander their 
money for the gems which Bre classed 
among the insignificant things of earth* 
lo the past four weeks no lessQtban five 
New York firms bave been represented 
here. Also one from Chicago. Three 
of the above firms have twice visited the 
Village. They have invested their money 
freely, departed, and in a few lays were 
to be seen again npon oar streets looking 
up pearls as usual. One dealer informed 
the writer that be was purchasing for the 
Paris market. 
Not less than tea thousand dollars has 
been received here from the pearl fishery 
and the collection would not fili a pint 
cup. Pearls bringing from one dollar 
each to two hundred «iyliai.»; according 
to size. A six grain pearl sold on Sat­ 
urday to a local dealer for $75.00. Others 
sales were reported ranging from $10 to 
$50 each. 
A single grain of faot is worth a bushel 
of obi ii. Any per ton dispceed to ques­ 
tion the veracity of tbese statements oan 
unburden his mountain of doubt by vis­ 
iting the field of operations where be 
will find the evidence fully convincing. 
Theory has woven eoue fine points 
respecting pearl formation of interest to 
the general reader. Pearls are associated 
with the most ancient of history, and the 
fabulous sums paid for the rarest gems 
would astonish the nations. It seems id. 
credible to believe that the peatls in the 
ear drops of Cleopatra were valued at 
about $400,000, which she caused to be 
dissolved before ber final taking off, and 
drank the potion. 
A queer way, one 
would think, of disposing of the surplus, 
but such is history. 
It is stated that the grain of sand the­ 
ory is Incorrect; that some small infect 
bores its way through the shell of the 
bivalve, acd that nature, always on the 
defense, throws the concretions of car­ 
bonate of lime around the intruder, aud* 
the pearl is the result. It is not definite­ 
ly dear to an observer of pearls in all the 
peculiar stag ss of 
development, that 
either of the theories advanced are cor 
not, for the simple reason that all genu­ 
ine pearls are f'und contained in the 
membranous mantle and nowhere else. 
Pearl formations are to be found on the 
inner side of the shell, but never in a 
perfect state, acd if found loose, the for­ 
mation is imperfect. 
Clams burrow in great schools in the 
sand acd the current onuses them to be 
buried out of sight. The drifting pro­ 
cess and the adion of the bivalve would 
cause muoh sand to come rn contact with 
the delicate tisanes producing friction 
and irritation at points of contact, na­ 
turally resulting in innumerable pearly 
formations in all stages of devlopment 
from the grain of sand, irregular in shape 
found concealed within the tissues tak­ 
ing on the elementary or first coating of 
carbonate and other 
products 
beld 
in solution, to the perfeot pearl of com 
rnerce. The inference is, the more sand, 
the more pearls, and such would be the 
result it a grain of sand was the basis or 
first cause that stimulates the centrali­ 
zation of oheudcal deposits around the 
rough exterior, producing after years cf 
incessant adion the pearl of value, 
grain of sand has never been discovered 
as the central figure lying within the del­ 
icate folds of a real gem. Pearls may be 
dissolved in acids. 
Some do net sue. 
camb to such treatment and require the 
intervention of heat as practiced in the 
arts in the manufacture of gla?s. 
The scarcity of pearls make them of 
rare value. It has been found that the 
average yield iB not more than one pear 
oat of a thousand clams. 
Following 
this line -as a basis for argument the 
theory may not be inadmissable that 
diseased action stimulates the unnatural 
growth which in time becomes the pearl 
so much admired. Au abnormal condi­ 
tion of the ovary traceable to the adion 
of chemicals in proper proportions con­ 
serves to solidify the a+omio particles 
along the channels of secretion and 
these impedimenta to a healthy circula­ 
tion causes the incrustation of layers of 
cor bonete of lime and other products, 
which becoming repeatedly hardened, 
renders impotent the processes of [expul­ 
sion .

When Col. Samuel Fowler, the founder 
of Port Jervis, and at one time chairman 
of tho Democratic State committee of New 
York, went to the war in 1862 at the head 
of the Fifteenth Now Jersey Volunteers, 
says the Pittsburg Dispatch, a regiment;

Thereafter the horse was loaned 
to and ridden by Gen. Torbet during the 
seven days’ fearful struggle of the Wilder­ 
ness, but otherwise, until the close of the 
war, he was mainly employed by hi9 
master in the merciful duties of carrying 
succor and consolation to the wounded on 
the battle field, and helping the sick and 
weary on the long march. 
Restless took paft in njore than thirty 
battles and skirmishes,including tho bloody 
engagements of Petersburg, Fredericks­ 
burg, "Winchester, tho Wilderness, and 
Gettysburg, and carries the scar of a 
wound received in the last-named battle. 
When tho war ended Chaplain Haines 
brought the horse hogae to his farm at 
Hamburg, and has sinPo held the war­ 
worn charger aihopg his most cherished 
possessions. 
For Avo years past Restless 
has been retired from all work, and hav­ 
ing the free run of pasture and stables.
